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California Coast Is Shelled By Sub

Washington, Feb. 24 (AP)—A United States destroyer 


and a Naval stores ship have been pounded to pieces off the 
rocky east coast of Newfoundland in a roaring gale, the Navy 
announced today, with a loss of at least 189 officers and men. 


Among the dead was Lieutenant Commander Ralph Hic- 


kox, 38, of Washington, D. C., who commanded the destroyer, 
the Truxtun, an old four-stacker of World war vintage. The 
commander of the stores ship, the Pollux, was not identified 
but the Navy reported him safe. 


Battered to Pieces 


The heavy loss of life was attributed to the fact that the | 


two ships, constituting a portion of a convoy, were torn to 
wreckage under the merciless battering of wind and wave 
very quickly after they ran aground. 


The double disaster occurred in daylight but visibility was 


extremely low. The frothy currents set up by the dashing of 
the waters against rocks and reefs made the coastline in- 
distinct and regular aids to navigation were obscured by low 
sweeping scud. The point at which the ships went aground 
was described as near^the entrance to Lawrence harbor on 
which is located the town of Lawrence, Newfoundland.

Bataan" fund has been started 
among the American-Filipino 
troops fighting: the Japanese on 
the Bataan peninsula and from 
Corregidor and other fortified 
Manila Bay islands. 


The movement to raise funds 


to obtain at least one bomber 
from the United States started 
spontaneously after the troops 
had heard a broadcast reporting 
that production of airplanes by 
Ford and other American pro- 
ducers was running to astro ^ 
nomical figures, 


This slogan was adopted: 


"Better buy one bomber than be 
buried on Bataan." 


The campaign still is in its 


beginning stages but organizers 
believe that inasmuch as many 
soldiers have indicated a will- 
ingness to contribute up(to one 
month's pay it will be possible 
also to raise funds for a ship to 
bring the bomber here plus 
high war bonuses for the ship's 
crew and to purchase gasoline 
and bombs.

Fire 
At Oil Fields 
But Miss Mark 


Santa Barbara, Calif., Feb. 24 (AP)—An enemy subma- 


rine fired its reply to President Roosevelt's war address in 
the very middle of his chat last night—25 shells badly aimed 
toward an oil field and refinery near Goleta, seven miles north 
of here. 


Witnesses said the shells presumably of the shrapnel 


type, exploded large volumes of dirt from beaches and pas- 
tures, frightened horses into screaming madly—but hit only 
one well. The pumping plant and derrick of that well were 
damaged. However, no fires were started. No one was killed 
or injured. 


It was the first attack upon United States soil in this 


war, although Japanese submarines off the Pacific coast and 
German submarines off the Atlantic have sunk some ships 
.and damaged others. 


25-Minute Attack 


Once before, in the World war, a German submarine dis- 


guised as a freighter shelled the mainland in an attack on a 
tug and a string of barges off Orleans, Massachusetts. Only 
casualty was a helmsman, who lost part of a hand. 


Witnesses said the first shell was fired at 7:10 p. m. (10:10 


p. m., EWT) and that the attack continued until 7:35 p. m, 
twilight. 


The coast was blacked out at 8 p. m., from Goleta 25 miles 


south to Carpentaria. The all clear was given at 12:12 a, m., 
(3:12a.m, EWT). 


Several flares were sighted just off the coast during the

Sub Mile Off Shore 


The Los Angeles district press re-

"At 7:10 p. m. one large sub- 


marine came to the surface about 
one mile oft shore and fired approxi- 
mately 11 shells from a deck gun. 
One direct hit reached one well, 
causing minor damage to the pump- 
ing unit and derrick. 


""There were several close misses 
on a crude oil storage tank and a 
gasoline plant. Apparently no dam- 
age was caused by these shells. A 
complete survey of the grounds has 
not been made and there may have 
been superficial damage. Whatever 
other damage is disclosed will noc 
be extensive. 


No Fires Started

Washington, Feb. 24 (AP)—A United States destroyer 


and a Naval stores ship have been pounded to pieces off the 
rocky east coast of Newfoundland in a roaring gale, the Navy 
announced today, with a loss of at least 189 officers and men. 


Among the dead was Lieutenant Commander Ralph Hic- 


kox, 
38, of Washington, D. C., who commanded the destroyer, 


the Truxtun, an old four-stacker of World war vintage. The 
commander of the stores ship, the Pollux, was not identified 
but the Navy reported him safe. 


Battered to Pieces 


The heavy loss of life was attributed to the fact that the 


two ships, constituting a portion of a convoy, were torn to 
wreckage under the merciless battering of wind and wave 
very quickly after they ran aground. 


The double disaster occurred in daylight but visibility was 


extremely low. The frothy currents set up by the dashing of 
the waters against rocks and reefs made the coastline in-

Fire Directed 
At Oil Fields 
But Miss Mark 


Santa Barbara, Calif., Feb. 24 (AP)—An enemy subma- 


rine fired its reply to President Roosevelt's war address in 
the very middle of his chat last night—25 shells badly aimed 
toward an oil field and refinery near Goleta, seven miles north 
of here. 


Witnesses said the shells presumably of the shrapnel 


type, exploded large volumes of dirt from beaches and pas- 
tures, frightened horses into screaming madly—but hit only 
one well. The pumping plant and derrick of that well were 
damaged. However, no fires were started, No one was killed 
or injured. 


It was the first attack upon United States soil in this 


war, 
although Japanese submarines off the Pacific coast and 


German submarines off the Atlantic have sunk some ships 
and damaged others. 


25-Minute Attack 


Once before, in the World war, a German submarine dis- 


guised as a freighter shelled the mainland in an attack on a 
tug and a string of barges off Orleans, Massachusetts. Only 
casualty was a helmsman, who lost part of a hand. 


Witnesses said the first shell was fired at 7:10 p. m. (10:10 


p. m., EWT) and that the attack continued until 7:35 p. m, 
twilight. 


The coast was blacked out at 8 p. m., from Goleta 25 miles 


south to Carpenteria. The all clear was given at 12:12 a, m,, 
(3:12 a. m., EWT). 


Several flares were sighted just off the coast during the

sumed they were dropped by U. S. airplanes searching for the 
submarine.

Fire Directed 
At Oil Fields 
But Miss Mark 


Santa Barbara. Calif., Fob. 24 (A P )— An enemy subma­ 
rine fired its reply to President Roosevelt’s war address in 
the very middle of his chat last night— 25 shells badly aimed 
toward an oil field and refinery near Goleta, seven miles north 
of here. 
W itnesses said the shells presumably of the shrapnel 
type, exploded large volumes of dirt from beaches and pas­ 
tures, frightened horses into screaming madly—but hit only 
one well.

placency towards the war that I am j 
impelled to return to the subject, 
especially since a considerable num- 
ber of correspondents protest that 


is no complacency in their 


communities, and cite chapter and 
verse to prove it. 


Obviously there are two sides to 


the question and it's only fair to 
give the 
non-complacency view. 


This- is that the people of the com- 
munities cited are doing everything 
which has been ordered or suggest- 
ed in support of the war-effort— 
they are gladly going into the armed 
services, sending their sons into the 
services, standing in lines to buy 
defense bonds, and otherwise con- 
tributing to the cause. Almost with- 
out exception they write me: 


"If we are lacking, it's because the 


authorities haven't given us guid- 
ance. We are eager to serve, but 
we'd like officialdom to tell us what 
is wanted." 


Need Guidance 


Well, that surely is a fair request. 


As a matter of fact that word "com- 
placency" always has seemed to me 
note quite accurate. Many sections 
undoubtedly 
are 
being 
charged 


with complacency when their real 
fault is lacfc of guidance as to what 
Is needed. 
. It sounds to me like a clear voice 
paging1 Washington for the infor- 
mation which, win put all of us on 
our toes in this greatest of crises. 
Presumably the capital is working 
on this very problem, and we have 
a right io expect that guidance will 
be forthcoming shortly. If it isn't, 
we should ask for it, 


• Tough Assignment 


I have a sneaking suspicion that 


when our assignments come it's go- 
ing to make tough sledding for a lot 
of folk. We must recognize, for in- 
stance, that the whole country is 
being keyed to war. This'means 
that a-minimum of maybe 15,000,000 
workers will be needed for defense 
projects, in addition to 7,000,000 and 
likely more who will go into the 
fighting services. Remember what 
President Roosevelt said in his 
speech last night: 


"If a just and durable peace is to 


be attained, or even if all of us are 
merely to save our own skins, there 
is one thought for us- here at home 
to keep uppermost—the fulfillment 
of our special task of production." 


It strikes me tliat it won't be sur- 


prising if we-reacb-the point-where 
the government will have to assign 
each of as to the job for which we 
are- best suited, irrespective of what 
we have- been- doing, or where we 
have been doing it. That would 
mean a great change in our lives. 


Be Prepared 


-In any event, we should get 
menially prepared to make such a 
sacrifice- We aleo might be check- 
ing, up to see just what our ac- 
complishments would permit us to 
do in the industrial line, and maybe 
begin orushtag up^ on the mechani- 
cal work, or whatever ifr is, that we 
perhaps quit years, agio. 


This column is convinced that our 


people as a whole, are eager to 
serve, though some of us may be 
thoughtless and ottiers undoubtedly 
are suffering from the lack of guid- 
ance which we expect Washington 
to remedy. It would be a pity 
either 
complacence or want of 


guidance should result in unpre- 
pareoness to carry us through, the 
Valley Forge of our greatest trial.

'Hits is that the people of the com­ 
munities cited are doing everything 
which has been ordered or suggest­ 
ed in support of the war-eflfort— 
they are gladly going into the armed 
services, sending their sons into the 
services, standing in lines to buy 
defense bonds, and otherwise con­ 
tributing to the cause. Almost w ith­ 
out exception they write me: 
"If we are lacking, it’s because the 
authorities haven't given us guid­ 
ance. 
Vie are eager to serve, but 
we’d like officialdom to tell us what 
is wanted.” 
Need Guidance 
Well. that. surely is a fair request. 
As a m atter of fact th at word ‘‘com­ 
placency’' always has seemed to me 
note quite accurate. Many sections 
undoubtedly 
are 
being 
charged 
with complacency when their real 
fault is lack of guidance as to what 
is needed. 
It sounds to me like a clear voice 
paging W ashington for the infor­ 
mation whieh will put all of us on 
our toes in this greatest of crises. 
Presumably the capital Is working 
on this very problem, and we have 
a right to expect that guidance will 
be forthcoming shortly. 
If it isn’t, 
we should ark for it. 
Tough Assignment 
I have a sneaking suspicion th a t 
when our assignments come ifs go­ 
ing to make tough sledding for a lot 
of folk, We m ust recognize, for in­ 
stance. th at the whole country is 
being keyed to war. 
T his’ means 
th at a minimum of maybe 15,000,000 
workers will be needed for defense 
projects, in addition to 7.000.000 and 
likely more who will go into the 
fighting services. 
Remember what 
President 
Roosevelt 
said 
in 
his 
speech last night: 
"If a just and durable peace is to 
be attained, or even if all of us are 
merely to save our own skins, there 
is one thought for us here at home 
to keep uppermost—the fulfillment 
of our special task of production." 
It strikes me that it won’t be sur­ 
prising if we reach the point where 
the government will have to assign 
each of us lo the job for which we 
are best suited, irrespective of what 
we have been doing, or where we 
have been doing it. T hat 
would 
mean a great change in our lives. 
Be Prepared 
In 
any 
event, 
we should 
get 
mentally prepared to make such a 
sacrifice. 
We also might be check­ 
ing up to see just what our ac­ 
complishments would perm it us to 
do in the industrial line, and maybe 
negin crushing up on the m echani­ 
cal work, or whatever it is, th a t we 
perms p* quit years ago. 
This column is convinced th a t our 
people as a whole 
are eager 
to 
serve, though some of us may be 
thoughtless and others undoubtedly 
are suffering from the lack of guid­ 
ance which we expect W ashington 
to remedy.
